This letter sets forth the fill and complete plea offer to your client Gerry D. Mathews, 
This offer is biiiding only iipon the Criminal Division of the United States Attorney's Office for 
the District of Columbia (hereafter "the government" or **this Office" or "USAO-DC"), This plea 
offer will expire ob December 14, 2005, Upon receipt, the executed letter will itself become the 
plea agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

i , Charge : Ms, Mathews agrees to waive Indictment and plead guilty to a one 
count information charging a violation of 18 US.C, §2314 (interstate transportation of money 
taken by ftaud). It is understood that the guilty plea will be based on a fad^al admission of guilt 
to the offense charged to be made before Ae Coutt by Ms, Mathews and will be entered in 
accordance with Fedeml Rule of Criminal F^ocedure 11, Ms, Mathews agrees that the attached 
^'Statement of the Offeiise*^ faitly and accurately describes Ms, Mathews's actions and 
involvement in the conspiracy. It is antic^ated that diiring the Rule 1 1 plea hearing, Ms. 
Mathews will adopt and sigii lib Statement of the Offense as a writt!^ proffer of evidence, 

2, Potential penaMies, assessments, and restitution : Ms. Mathews understands 
that the maximum sentence Ihat can be imposed is ten yearns of imprisonment, a fme of §250^000, 
or a fine of twice the pecuniaiy gain or loss pursuant to IS U.S.C, § 3571(dX a SI 00 special 
assessment^ and a three-year terta of supervised ifelease, an order of restitution, and an obligation 
to pay any applicable interest or pena;lties on fines or restitution not timely made. 
Notwidistanding ftema^ciinum sentence, Ms, Mathews understands that the sentence to be 
imposed in this c^se will be determined by the court, guided by flie factors enumerated m 18 
US.C. 3553(a), including a ct^id^ation of the guidelines and policies promulgated by the 
United States Septenping Comiiissioh. Guidelines Manual (2004) (hereinafter ^^Sentendng 
Guidelines*' or ^U.S.S.G.")^ M$: Mathews understands that this sentence, including die applicable 
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smtmcmg guideline range, will be determined solely by the Court, and the gOYemment cannot 
and does not make any promises, representations, or predictions regarding what sentence the 
Court will impose. Ms. Mathews fiirther nnderstands that if the Court imposes a sentence which 
is in any way unsatisfactory to her, she cannot move to ^vithdraw hsu: guilty plea, 

3. Federal Sentencing Gmdelines : The parties agree that agree that based on the fa€ts 
currently known to the government the following is a correct calculation of all relevant 
Sentencing Guideline factors:

(b) Specific Offense Characteristics

Your client and this Office agree that a sentence within the sentencing range determined pmsuant 
to the United States Sentencing Guidelines as set forth in this paragraph would be a ii&asonable 
sentence for defendant Mathews in this case. In the event that this plea offer is either not 
accepted by Ms, Mathews or is sccqpted by Ms. Mathews but the guilty plea is eilher rejected by 
the Court or subsequently is withdrawn^ the parties will not be bound by the proposed 
inteipretatiotis of applicable Sentencing Guidelines provisions contain^ herein. 

4. Financial Ararangentents : Ms, Mathews agrees that prior to or at the time of the 
sentencing, she will dehver to the Clerk's Office, United States District Court for the District of 
Coluhibia, a certified check in the atnonnt of $100,00, to cover the special assessment^ as 
requir^ in 18 U.S.C § 3013; she also agrees to pay restitution, Ms. Mathews also agrees to 
provide a fiiH and complete accounting of all assets, re^l or tangible, held by her or in any other 
name for her benefit, and, to that end, to submit a standard form 500 (Financial Statement of 



5, Admimstf ative Forfeiture : Ms. Mathews agrees, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 
§981{a)(i){C), to waive her interest in and not to contest the admitiistrative forfeiture of her 
interest in the $28,5 1 1 seized putsuaat to a seizure warrant (Case No, 05-0546M-01) on 
No^-emb^ 1^ 2005, and the $8,086.71 seized pnrsuant to a seizure wairant (Case No, 05-0552M- 
1) on Kovember 1 , 2005. Ms. Mathews agrees fliat the abovenlescribed fiinds were property 
constituting, or derived ftom, proceeds traceable to a violation of bank fiaud, in violation of 18 
U,S;C. §1344. Additionally, Ms. Mathews acknowledges and agrees that the government 
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reserves its ri^ to bring a civil actioB, if necessary^ in any jimsdiction for ftie forfeiture of any 
of her assets vt^al or personal, that are subject to forfeiture pursuant to any federal statute. 

6. Government Cancessions : In exchange for her guilty plea, the govennnent 
agrees not to oppose a three-level adjustment for acceptance of responsibility pursuant to 
U.S,S.Q, § 3ELI, provideci that Ms. Mathews continues to show her acceptance of 
responsibility, as set forth in U,S,S.G. § 3EL 1^ by (a) cooperating with the presentence report 
writer (including answering all material questions truthfully and providing a!l financial 
information requested); (b) cooperating fully and truthfully with the Court in any proceeding 
arising fiom this matter^ (c) complying with the other provisions of this agreement; and (d) 
abiding by the conditions set for her release by tiie Court. Also, subject to other paragraphs in 
this agreement, the government will not bring any additional criminal charges against Ms. 
Mathews in the United States District Court for the Di of Columbia or the Superior Court of 
the District of Cohimbia for ttte offenses outlined in the attached Statement of Qffoise. This 
agreement not to prosecute Ms, Mathews does not extend to federal or local crimes of violence as 
those tenns are defined in 18 IJ.S;G. § 16 andD.C. Code § 23-1331(4). It is understood that the 
United States has no evidence, as of the date of this agreement, of any crimes of violence 
involving Ms; Mathews, 

7. Reservation of Allocution : The government reserves its full right of allocution, 
including, among other things, the ri^t: (a) to inform the presentence report writer of aay 
relevant facts; (b) to dispute factual inaccuracies in the presentence report and to contest any 
matters not provided for in this plea agreement; and (c) to set forth at sentencing and at any 
proceedings before die Bureau of Prisons all of its evidence with respect to all of Ms, Mathews^s 
criminal activities, subject to the provisions of the following paragiaph. 

If in this plea agreement the government has agreed to recommend or refrain fk>m 
tecommending to the sentencing judge a particular resolution of any sentencing issue, the 
government reserves the right to full allocution in any post-sentence litigation in order to defend 
the sentoicing jndge- s ultimate decision on snch issues. 

8. Breach of Agreement ; Ms. Mathews agrees that if she fails to comply with any 
of the piovisions of this plea agreement, makes fake or misleading statements before the Court, 
commits any further crimes^, and/or attempts to withdraw the plea, the govermnent will have the 
right to characterise such conduct as a breach of this plea agreement Moreover, if during an 
ii$vestig3.tion or prosecution Ms: Mathews should commit perjuty, knowin^y ^ve any felse 
statement commit any act of contempt, or obstruct justice, the government may prosecute her for 
these offenses to the fullest extent provided by law, in the ev^t of a breach of this agreement, 
(a) the government will be free from its obligations under the a^eement and may take whatever 
position it believes appropriate as to the sent^ce and the conditions of Ms, Madiew&^s release 
(for example, should Ms. Mathews commit any conduct after the date of tiiis agremient that 
would form the basis for an increase in Ms* Maliiews's offense level or justify an upward 
departure — examples of which include but are not limited to, obstruction of justice, feilure to 
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appear for a court proceeding, criminal conduct while pending sentencing and false statements to 
la^^r enforcement agents, a probation officer, or Court - the government is fiee mider tbis 
agreement to seek an increase in the offense level based on that post-agreement conduct); (b) Ms. 
Mathews will not have the right to move to withdraw the guilty plea; (c) Ms. Mathews shall be 
fully subject to criminal prosecution for any other crimes which she has comraitted or might 
commit^ if any ^ indnding but not limited to perjury and obstruction of justice; and (d) the 
government will be free to use a^inst Ms. Mathews, directly and indirectly, iti any criminal or 
civil proceeding any of the information or materials provided by her pursuant to this agreemOTt 

In the event of a dispute as to whether Ms, Mathews has breached this agreanent, and if 
Ms. Mathews so requests^ the matter shall be submitted to Ac Cotitt and shall be resolved by the 
Court in an appropriate proceeding at which any information provided to the government prior 
to, during, or after the execution of the plea agreement shall be admissible and at wliich the 
governmCTt shall have the burden to estabUsh a breach by a preponderance of the evidence, 

9, USAOBC's Grimiaal Plvision Bound ; Ms. Mathews understands that this 
agreement is binding only upon the Criminal Division of the United States Attorney's Office for 
the District of Columbia, This agreement does not bind the Civil Division of this Office or any 
other United States Attomey^s Office, nor docs it bind any other state, local, or federal 
prosecutor. It also does not bar or compromise any civil, tax, or administrative claim pending or 
that may be made against Ms. Mathews, 

10. Com plete Agreement : No other agreements^ promises, understandings, or 
representations iiave been made by the parties or their counsel than those contained in writing 
herein, nor will any such agreements, promises, understandings, or represeiitations be made 
unless committed to writing and signed by Ms. Mathews; Ms, Mathews*s counsel, and an 
Assistant United States Attorney for the Disitrict of Columbia, 

If the foregoing terms and condition are satisfactory, Ms. Mathews may indicate her 
assent by signing the agreement in the space indicated below and returning the original to me 
once it has been signed by Ms, Mathews and her counsel
